APPELLATE COURT CONVEN- 
TION. 

Tbe democrat* of this pert of the 
Fifth Appellate district should not for 
get that mass conventions of the part; 
will be held at tbe county seats of the 
several counties comprising the dis- 
trict, on Tuesday, August 2, 1904, to 
appoint delegates to tbe district con- 
vention which will be held at Lexing- 
ton on Thursday. Aug. 4th, to nomi- 
nate a candidate for judge of the court 
of appeals. Remember the lime — Tues- 
day, August 2nd, at 1 o'clock P. M 
Place, court bouse. 

Commenting on Senator James B. 
McCreary and his work attheSt. Louis 
convention, .he Louisville Times »aye: 

Good judgment, fidelity to duty and 
honesty and loyalty characterized the 
service of United States Senator James 
B. McCreary as a delegate at-large to 
tbe St. Louis convention. Kentuckians 
who have watched hi* career In the 
Bouse of Representatives, more recent- 
ly in the Serateand his services In par- 
ty affairs In the Ssate express the opin- 
ion that be is the foremost democrat of 
the Commonwealth and it the most 
capable representative of the State’s 
best citizenship. 

It has been charged by Senator Mc- 
Creary’s enemies that be Is slow to 
make up bit mind about public policies 
and party matters. Bis friends reply 
that that It true, but after he does 
reach a conclusion be can not be shak- 
en from it. He first deoldes In his own 
mind thejbest thing to do and then 
does It. He doe* not undergo the 
lightning like changes that so many 
latter day politicians have a habit of 
doing. 

When Senator McCreary went to St. 
Lculs be made the motion In the Ken- 
tucky delegation Instructing the dele- 
gates to vote for Parker. With tbit 
done he stood by Parker and when oth- 
ers were trying to gel the delegates to 
violate their Instructions no one had 
any doubt about tbe Senator's position 
He served on tbe committee on perma- 
nent organization and attended tbe 
meeting* of tbe committee regularly 
and faithfully. - 

He voted for the majority report of 
the committee on, credentials which 
recommended the seating of the regu- 
larly elected and duly accredited dele- 
gates from Illinois. He took tbe posi- 
tion that tbe Bryan-Harrlson men who 
had bolted the Springfield convention 
and had (not even gone through the 
forms of£holdlng a separate convention 
should not be recognized. However, 
Gov. Bcckbam and Mr. James, hand- 
ling the majority, voted Kentucky for 
the Bryan-Harrlson men. This gave 
the Parkerfmen a terrific shock and 
they wanted to know why Keotucky 
should have gone on record for the re- 
cognition of a bolting delegation. 
When Mr. James tried to pull Ken- 
tucky away fromt Parker no one stood 
hi* ground any firmer than Senator Mc- 
Creary.
